The members then exchanged 
views on various matters relevant to this paper, particularly its re- 
lation to the work of the Net Evaluation Subcommittee, During the 
course of the discussion, the members agreed that, after publication, 
this paper should be reviewed again on or about 1 July, ona staff 
level, to determine whether any subsequent developments were of 
such significance as to warrant consideration by the IAC of the nec- 
essity of modifications in SNIE 11-6-57, which modifications might 
then be brought to the attention of the Net Evaluation Subcommittee.
